TO THE HONORABLE G. M. WATERHOUSE, Chief Secretary, 
Sir, 
I have the honor to submit, for the information of His Excellency the 
Governor-in-Chief, the Population Tables of the Census taken on the lst of April, 1860, under 
authority of Act No. 12 of 1859, 22 and 23 Victoria. 

The tables, Nos. I to VIII, are so copious, that it is unnecessary in this report to remark 
upon them in detail; the value of the minutiz they contain is not to be estimated so much by 
their present usefulness as by the prospective advantages to be gained from them, as furnishing 
a basis for future periodical comparisons. All that is requisite at present is to furnish a few 
comparative statements, showing at a cursory view, the general result of the Census. 

In dividing the Province into Census Districts, the boundaries assigned to Municipalities, 
District Councils, Counties, &c., have been adhered to. The detailed tables thus become of much 
value to Corporations and District Councils, for local purposes. 

The Collectors, with but few exceptions, have performed their duties with care and attention, 
and the information may be considered as having been rendered, upon the whole, in a satisfactory 
manner. Considering the great extent of country, thinly peopled, the estimated number of 1,033 
added for omissions and persons travelling, will not be deemed EXCESSIVE Fo ee 


NUMBERS AND SEXES. 


The total population of the Colony on the night of Sunday the Ist of April, 1860, as returned 
in the Householders’ Schedules, was 117,967 persons, of whom 59,678 were males, and 58,289 
females; showing an increase on the Census of 1855 of 32,778, or 88 per cent.; the increase of 
males being 15,958, and of females 16,820. 

The close approximation in the number of each sex in South Australia, contrasts favorably 
with the greater disproportion existing in the neighboring Colonies. It is gratifying to notice 
that by the present Census, the sexes are shown to be more equalized than in 1855, when the 
excess of males was 3,251; whereas in 1860, the excess is only 1,389, notwithstanding the great 
increase of population during the interval. This equalization has chiefly taken place in the 
period of age between 21 and 45; in which class the males exceeded the females in 1855 
by 2,264, but in 1860 by only 171. The excess of males over females between the ages 14 and 
21 is 1,001, against 1,121 in 1855. 

At the ages under 14 the numbers of each sex were, and still are, almost equal, but at the 
ages of 45 and upwards the males predominate. 


AGES. 


The classification into periods of age is the same as that adopted in the Census of 1855; 
the number at each period in 1855 and 1860, in proportion per.cent. to the population at those 
respective dates, is as follows:

CONJUGAL RELATION. 


An examination of this portion of the information establishes the fact of the number of 
married females being in excess of the number of married males, by 1,409, or 7 per cent.; a 
greater disproportion than in 1855, when the excess was only 757, or 5 per cent. ‘This increase 
is partly attributable to a rush to the Snowy River Diggings which occurred during the few 
weeks prior to taking the Census. The following table gives the number of married males and 
females in Adelaide and the Country Districts in 1855 and 1860 :—

COUNTRY WHERE BORN. 


An important addition to the Census Returns, as compared with those of 1855, is that which 
relates to the Nationalities of the residents of the Province. 

It is interesting to notice that the South Australian-born almost equal in number the immi- 
grants from the country most largely represented, viz., England and Wales, and that these two 
classes together, form nearly three-fourths of the whole population. 

The following table shows at a glance the numberfrom each country, and their relative 
proportion.

The manner in which the several gaikcoahties are distributed throughout the Province can 
be ascertained from table No. I.; it is only necessary to note that the general distribution appears 
to be in approximately equal proportions, except in the case of the Germans, who naturally con- 
gregate in certain districts, predominating in that of Tanunda. 


OCCUPATIONS. 


The information furnished under this Head cannot be implicitly relied upon, as the descrip- 
tion given in the Householders’ Returns was, in several instances, indefinite and unsatisfactory. 
In future it will be well to adopt under Legislative sanction, as far as applicable, the Schedules 
and forms of the Census Office of Great Britain; which give more distinct and minute directions 
than the Schedule of the South Australian Act. 

The number returned as engaged in agricultural pursuits is 7,211 as farmers, and 2,923 as 
farm-laborers, or 8°6 of the entire population, and 28°8 of all males above 14. 

Stockholders, shepherds, stockmen, number together 1,984; miners, 1,319. 

The number of persons who have returned themselves as ‘‘ Laborers” is 5,871. 

There are 1,119 shop and storekeepers, employing 474 assistants.

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The table under consideration shows a total of 4,776 domestic servants, giving 1 to every 5th 
family, estimating 5 persons as constituting a family; also, that there are 139 ministers of different 
denominations, or, 1 to every 848 of the inhabitants, exclusive of ‘‘ Local Preachers’’—a fact 
which speaks well for the moral and religious condition of the Province; and 484 school teachers, 
or 1 to every 44 males and females between the ages of 7 and 14 respectively. 


DWELLINGS. 

It will be perceived by the following table, that there has been a considerable improvement 
since 1855, in the description of buildings occupied as dwelling-houses—an evident indication of 
prosperity and social progress; while the smaller average of inmates is no less satisfactory in a 
sanitary point of view.

The information comprised in the Returns of the Religions of the People has been volun- 
tarily supplied at the request of this Department; and it is gratifying to find, that the public in 
general have evinced their appreciation of the importance and desirableness of recording social 
facts with accuracy, by their willingness to render assistance in effecting so valuable an object ; 
the total number of persons not specifying to which denomination they belong being only 1,309. 

The proportion which the number of each denomination bears to the whole population is 
given below. Table V. affords ample scope for more minute analysis.

DATE OF ENTERING THE COLONY, 

By requiring each person to note the year of arrival in the Colony, information of much value 
has for the first time been obtained as to length of residence. This information was willingly 
afforded, and the result confirms the general opinion entertained of the settled and unmigratory 
nature of our population; as is shown in the following abstract :—

It is sufficient 
here to state, that of the 30,149 colonists who arrived prior to 1851, 4,848 are now resident in 
the City, and 25,301 in the Country Districts.

ss DISTRIBUTION OF THE PEOPLE. 

The remarkable addition to our country population during the past five years of 33,104 
persons—being 326 more than the whole increase during that period, cannot but prove satisfactory 
——a rapid occupation and settlement upon the land being such an essential element of our pros- 


perity. 


The following table shows that the number of persons living in the Country Districts has 
increased from 79 per cent. of the population in 1855, to 85 per cent. in 1860; and that although 
the number resident in the City in 1860 is nearly the same as in 1855, yet their proportion to the 
whole population is reduced from 21 per cent. to 15 per cent.
